The word “mayor” is an Anglicized 
form of the Norman term ‘‘maire.” It 
was introduced as a title for the chief 
magistrate of a borough or cily in the 
reign of Henry If. King John first 
granted the citizens of London the 
right of electing a mayor annually, 
The prefix of “lord” and the style of 
“right honorable” were conferred by 
Edward IJ, in 1354, For a long time 
thereafter, York was the only other 
English city having a Lord Mayor, 
but in recent years the title has been 
extended to numerous provincial 
cities.
